An important milestone was passed this March; the 20th anniversary of the 
foundation of the Korean Friendship Association UK. 


One day in March 2001, I was surfing the internet in a library one day and came 
across the Korean Friendship Association website www.korea-dpr.com. Looking at 
it, I felt excited and thrilled. Here was a no - nonsense website deafening the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea with a certain militancy, dynamism and 
vibrancy I had not seen before. I had been involved with different organisations for 
solidarity with the DPRK in the UK since 1985 and had also founded the Juche 
Idea Study Group of England. KFA seemed different to other DPRK friendship 
organisations as it put forward the slogan: 'Defend the DPR Korea’.

We have sent delegations to KFA International meetings in 2009, 2011, 
2014, 2015, 2016, 2017, 2018 and 2019 as well as participating in the 
international online e seminar in November 2020. We have had many meetings 
and events in the UK. We have worked closely with the British Group for the Study 
of the Juche Idea and the Association for the Study of Songun Politics. We have 
held events in new formats such as the DPRK Poster Exhibitions that we held in 
2018 and 2019.

21 years ago on the 15th of June 2000, something truly unprecedented 
happened, a summit meeting between the leaders of the DPRK and south Korea.

‘How the US started the Korean War' 


On the 25th of June 1950 the Korean War or to give its correct title the 
Fatherland Liberation War began. It was started by south Korea on the orders of 
the USA. 


The USA had long coveted Korea. In the 19th century they sent various 
expeditions to Korea. In 1866 the US “General Sherman” sailed up the Taedong 
river into Pyongyang but it was destroyed due to the struggle of the local people 
led by Kim Ung U ( great grandfather of President Kim I] Sung ). They sent other 
scouts into Korea and committed plunder. 
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The US concluded the so called: “Korea US - Treaty “ with the Korean feudal 
government in 1882. The US seized the gold mines in Korea. Although in the early 
20th century Korea became a Japanese colony, the Yanks held the gold mining 
concessions in Korea The US was actually opposed to Korean independence. 
During the negotiations at Teheran, Yalta and Potsdam between the 3 big powers 
the US proposed that Korea should be put under “Trusteeship” for 40 years. 
Trusteeship would essentially be just another form of colonialism. 


After Korea was liberated in 1945 US troops occupied south Korea on the 8th of 
September nearly 3 weeks after Japan had been defeated on August 15. At first 
they ruled through a direct military administration and then through the puppet 
regime of Syngham Rhee. Rhee was a corrupt fascist despot hated by the south 
Korean people. Rhee was discredited as he had embezzled funds from the Korean 
independence movement in the 1920s. Rhee was fanatically anti - communist. 
One American writer said of Syngham Rhee “He is two centuries before fascism - a 
true Bourbon“ 


The US took over the land in south Korea that had been owned by the Japanese 
and became the biggest landlord in south Korea. In south Korea the people’s 
committees were dissolved by the US occupation troops, the Communist Party was 
banned. Leftists and patriots were brutally suppressed. Rhee’s troops along with 
US troops put down uprisings in Cheju island, killing at least 30,000 people, and 
the army mutiny at Ryosu. 


The Democratic People’s Republic of Korea was founded on September 9th 1948. 
The US regarded it as a thorn in their side, right from the start. The US had not 
wanted a socialist regime in the north of Korea. Moreover, the Korean peninsula 
had a key strategic position, it was the bridgehead into north east Asia and indeed 
the entire Asian continent. By conquering the DPRK the US would have troops on 
the border of the People’s Republic of China and the USSR. This the existence of 
the DPRK blocked the US’s stepping stone into north east Asia. The victory of the 
Chinese revolution gave a further impetus to the US to militarily move against the 
DPRK. 


In those days rather than referring to the “containment* of communism, the US 
talked about the “Rollback* of communism. John Foster Dulles, US secretary of 
state was a well - known architect of this policy. Dulles had made a lot of money 
through dealings with the German Nazi party in the 1930s. Dulles wrote a book 
called “War or Peace“ arguing for “liberating“ the socialist countries. He said: 


“We should make it clear ............ in Eastern Europe and Asia, 


that we do not accept the status quo ........ and eventual liberation 
is an essential and enduring part of our foreign policy” 
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In other words the aims of the US was to crush socialism by means of force 
whether direct military force or other kinds of force. 


Internally the US banned the Communist Party and unleashed a wave of anti- 
communist hysteria known as McCarthyism in which even non - communist 
liberals were persecuted. 


Dissenting opinions were crushed by people being hounded out of jobs, vilified in 
the media and in some cases imprisoned (in the most extreme example Ethel and 
Julius Rosenberg, 2 US communists, were executed on trumped up espionage 
charges ). 


The US embarked on a programme of increasing military expenditure. Externally 
it became very expansionist, establishing military bases all over the world 
including in south Korea. 


The DPRK, a young people’s democracy in the far east , was seen by the US 
policymakers as a prime testing ground for “rollback “. The US imperialists would 
stand better chance of winning a physical war against the socialist world in Asia 
than trying to wage a war in Europe against the Soviet Union as in Europe the 
Soviet had a buffer zone between it and the US and their allies. If the US and 
NATO militarily destroyed East Germany they would still have to also invade 
Poland before they could put troops on the border of the USSR but by invading the 
DPRK they could have troops on the borders of the Soviet Union in one swoop. 


Such a prospect must have been very tempting for the US war maniacs. 


The U.S. imperialists who decided to take the DPRK as the first target of attack 
for realizing the wild dream of world domination after their illegal occupation of 
south Korea worked out a plan for the Korean war and made all preparations for 
it. 


They desperately armed the south Korean puppet army with modern war means 
and raised its war capabilities to use it as the shock force for the war of aggression 
against the DPRK. 


According to an official document released by the U.S. Congress, they handed 
over more than 145,000 rifles, some 2,000 machine guns and submachine guns, 
over 2,000 pieces of various calibers, 4,900 odd vehicles, 79 warships and others 
to the south Korean puppet army in 1949 alone. It is noticeable that the south 
Korean puppet navy was greatly expanded. 


The number of the south Korean puppet troops who were armed with such war 
equipment and means and trained in the American way reached more than 
100,000 as of September 1949. The south Korean puppet troops were controlled 
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by the US through the ‘American Military Advisory Group'in south Korea. 


On January 26th 1950 the US concluded the US - south Korea Mutual Defence 
Treaty. On the 14th of April 1950 a then secret directive of US National Security 
Council directive NSC 68 authorized the start of the Korean war. 


The U.S. imperialists deployed most of the south Korean puppet army on the 
front along the 38th parallel and incessantly perpetrated armed provocations 
against the DPRK. In1949 the south Korean puppet army intruded into areas of 
the DPRK such as Mt Songak, Mt Unpha and other areas causing a lot of damage 
and causalities. The DPRK was attacked a total of 2 ,617 times. 


The US and south Korea built or expanded airfields, harbors, roads and others in 
south Korea in an extensive way. At the same time, they worked out a prearranged 
plan to conceal the armed aggression after the outbreak of the Korean War in an 
attempt to shift the responsibility for the war provocation on the DPRK. 

US Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, the main advocate and author of the US 
imperialist anti - communist “Rollback “strategy visited south Korea in June 1950 
only days before the war broke out. His visit cannot have been a coincidence. This 

is reinforced by the fact that Dulles even visited frontline areas. 


Dulles met with discredited south Korean puppet ruler Syngham Rhee. Rhee had 
several times talked publicly about “marching north“ and reunifying Korea. Dulles 
took the south Korean defence minister with him to actually inspect the 38th 
parallel. This was 6 days before war broke out. Dulles said to the south Korean 
puppet army: 


“No strong enemy whatever would stand against you. 
But I hope you will strive ever harder because the day is not so far 
off when you'll have to display your great might for your own sake." 


Addressing the south Korean puppet “national assembly “ he said: 


"You are not alone. 
You will never be alone so long as you continue to play worthily your part 
in the great design for the freedom of human beings” 


What did this mean?. It was basically the green light for the south Korean 
puppets to ignite the Fatherland Liberation War. 


After visiting south Korea Dulles stopped off in Tokyo and met with General 
Bradley and General Douglas McArthur as well US defence secretary Johnson. 
Again this meeting cannot have been coincidental. On the 22rd of June Dulles 
stated, somewhat cryptically and enigmatically, “The United States will soon take 
some positive action“ It was evident that the meeting was to finalise the 
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provocation of the Korean War. 


A book by ex - Soviet specialists and some former DPRK commander called 
“Echoes of the Korean War” pointed out by 1950 the south Korean puppet army 
had 95,000 troops most of which were deployed along the 38th parallel or within 
close proximity to it whereas the DPRK had about 74, 000 troops. 


Some figures actually put the size of the Syngham Rhee puppet army as 150,000 
troops. This would have meant that they outnumbered the KPA by 2 to 1.South 
Korea’s population was nearly double that of the DPRK’s so it would have been 
difficult for the DPRK to “invade” the south. The US population was nearly 20 
times than of the DPRK and its landmass many times greater than the DPRK. The 
US had emerged victorious in the second world war and had won many wars. 


The DPRK was a young country which had just began creating regular armed 
forces and building munitions factories. Would the DPRK choose to take on the 
might of the “Greater American Empire“ , the answer is no. It is also inconceivable 
that the Soviet Union which had lost 20 million people during the Second World 
War and the newly founded People’s Republic of China would choose to support a 
war by the DPRK. 


McArthur himself said that at the time of the outbreak of the Korean War the 
DPRK was not had completely mobilised its army. The report of McArthur’s 
command on the 30th of July 1950 stated only 6 divisions of the north Korean 
KPA were mobilised on the day the war broke out. Other sources such as British 
Army captain Julian Tunstall pointed that “On June 25 the Rhee army had six 
fully equipped divisions sitting just below or quite close to the 38th parallel ... So 
far it can be judged that the KPA had 2 below combat strength divisions on or 
near the 38th parallel.” 


Other sources such as the CIA and south Korean intelligence services state that 
there was no evidence prior to June 25th 1950 that the DPRK had prepared forces 
for an attack on the south . 


Ri Song Ga former commander of the 8th Division of the south Korean puppet 
army stated: 


“we had to go into battle from the dawn of 25th June” 


On the 23rd of June south Korean puppet forces began an artillery 
bombardment of the areas north of the 38th parallel. 


On the early morning of the 25th June the south Korean forces under the 
command of the American Military Advisory Group started the attack on the 
DPRK. The 17th regiment of the south Korean puppet army pushed forward in 
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Taetan and Pyoksong and the First Infantry attacked in the Kaesong area. They 
intruded 12 kilometers into DPRK territory. The DPRK demanded they stop at 
once but this was ignored so the DPRK went over to the counteroffensive. It should 
be noted that the DPRK only launched the counter - offensive after warning south 
Korea to halt its attack. 


The “New York Tribune” of 26 June 1950 reported: “south Korean troops drove 
across the 38th parallel, which forms the frontier, to capture the manufacturing 
town of Haeju, just north of the line”. South Korean radio itself reported that their 
troops had captured Haeju. Clearly it would have been impossible for the south 
Koreans to capture unless they had attacked first. 


The well - known US journalist John Gunther wrote in his book “Riddle of 
McArthur” that a US staff officer in Tokyo on the 25th of June was called to the 
phone and came back and whispered: 


“A big story has just broken. The South Koreans have attacked North Korea” 


Some 650 US women and children were evacuated by the Norwegian ship the 
Reinford at 3am in the morning. US accounts put the war as staring at 6am so 
how would the US know in advance to plan the evacuation of its nationals? 


Choe Dok Sin ,former South Korean Army commander, south Korean foreign 
minister and South Korean ambassador to the UN stated he saw the secret order 
of Syngham Rhee ( south Korean puppet dictator ) to start the war. 


The US demanded an emergency meeting of the UN security council. This was 
held without the presence of the Soviet Union nor of the People’s Republic of 
China which was kept out of its legitimate seat. No one from the DPRK was 
allowed to present their case before the UNSC. 


Instead the UNSC carried a resolution blaming the DPRK for starting the war and 
authorising the use of force by UN member nations. Effectively the UNSC was just 
a kangaroo court for US imperialism. Basically it was a legal justification for the 
US to rope in a number of other states into the war. The resolution itself was 
actually contrary to the UN charter which stipulates that the UN could not 
intervene in the internal affairs of sovereign nations, in the case of the Korean 
peninsula there were 2 governments established, so any conflict was not a conflict 
between different nations but essentially a civil war between rival government so 
the UN was intervening on one side. 


The evidence presented to blame the DPRK was simply a telegram from US 
ambassador in Seoul John S Muccio. This telegram is a very subjective and 
sketchy document which refers to ‘reports‘ etc. As the US ambassador to south 
Korea, the ambassador of the key belligerent in the Korean War, Muccio can 
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hardly have been an objective and impartial witness ! More to the point he was not 
at the 38th parallel on the day so therefore his so - called “information “ was 
nothing more than recycled claims of the south Koreans and US military . It is 
actually thought that Muccio;s “telegram“ was prepared in advance and duly 
used as so - called evidence. 


However another giveaway clue to who started the Korean war was the fact that 
the US admitted its “UN resolution “ had been prepared in advance. Assistant 
Secretary of State John D Hickerson said: 


“We had a skeleton of a resolution, but only in very rough form” 


How could US diplomats know that a war was going to start in Korea and 
prepare a resolution. Moreover the speed that the slow moving, cumbersome and 
bureaucratic UN moved at to call a meeting and carry the resolution is something 
quite surprising especially when considering that was in the era before the 
internet, email and skype. Normally it can take days and weeks even months to 
get a resolution through the UN Security Council. In a congressional hearing the 
US admitted that its armed forces went into action before the resolution was 
carried. 


That is how the US and south Korean started the Korean War, a fact that has 
been hidden from the history books for decades.

57 years ago on the 19th of June 1964 the Great Leader Comrade KIM JONG IL 
began working at the Central Committee of the Workers' Party of Korea( WPK ). 


The Korean people always mark this day each year with pride and great emotion 
and it is also seen by Juche idea followers throughout the world as a significant 
occasion.

Because June 19th symbolized the fact that the revolution in Korea would 
continue and would continue along the lines of Juche, the lines laid down by 
President KIM IL SUNG. 


The role of the WPK in the DPRK can never be overstated. The WPK is the 
supreme general staff of the Korean revolution. It is the organiser and guide of all 
the victories of the Korean people. The WPK had been formed nearly 20 years 
before comrade KIM JONG IL started working at the Central Committee. However 
the roots of the WPK go right back to the days of the anti - Japanese armed 
struggle. In fact the foundation stone of the WPK is the Down - With -Imperialism 
Union formed by President KIM IL SUNG in October 1926. The WPK under the 
leadership of the great leader President KIM IL SUNG had guided the anti - 
imperialist, anti-feudal democratic revolution and the socialist revolution.

Department directors of the Central Committee of the GFTUK and the editor-in- 
chief of the organ of the Central Committee of the GFTUK were appointed. 
The congress elected the committee for drafting the resolution of the congress with 
newly-elected members of the 8th central leadership organ of the GFTUK, and the 
committee comprehensively examined the draft resolution on the first agenda 
item. 


A resolution on the first agenda item which had been supplemented with creative 
and constructive opinions of the delegates was adopted with their unanimous 


approval.

pant 6 
' My Mather * 
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I entered Badaogou at dusk. Having felt uneasy throughout the long journey, I 
became more strained the moment I reached my house. 


But my mother was calmer and more composed than I had expected. She hugged 
me in delight and said, “You’ve made the 250 - mile journey all by yourself. I’ve 
never done that, but you’ve played the man!” I told her briefly about affairs in 
Mangyongdae and asked about my father. She said in a low voice that he was well. 


From her look I guessed that my father had passed the crisis but was still in 
danger. She was clearly being very cautious about being overheard or watched. 


I gave my younger brothers some biscuits I had bought from the money I had 
saved from what I had received in Mangyongdae, and settled down for the night to 
swap experiences. 


After supper, however, mother unexpectedly told me to leave at once because the 
family was under strict surveillance by the enemy. She did not tell me where my 
father was; she just said that he had escaped, and that I must go. Though normally 
tender and gracious, on that evening she gave no thought to my will or intention. 
She ordered me to set out immediately, even though I had travelled hundreds of 
miles on foot in the coldest season and she had not seen me for two years; she was 
not allowing me to stay with her even for a night. I was struck dumb with 
amazement. When she told me to take my brothers with me, I asked her what she 
was going to do with herself. 


“Iam waiting for your uncle to return from Sinpha. On his arrival here I will 
dispose of our household articles and wind up our affairs here. But you must leave 
quickly.” She cautioned me to slip out quietly and go to Ro Kyong Du’s house in 
Linjiang. Then she requested a sleigh from Taskmaster Song. 


He complied willingly with her request. His real name was Song Pyong Chol, but 
the people in Badaogou used to call him Taskmaster Song because he always 
behaved like a taskmaster. 


With his help we left Badaogou by sleigh for Linjiang. 


All my life as a revolutionary I have met and bid farewell to many people, but that 
was a particularly memorable experience. 


As I set out on a journey again as soon as I had met my mother after a fortnight’s 
long travel from Mangyongdae, I thought a lot about her. 


My mother was of a gentle character. My father was stout - hearted and strict as a 
revolutionary, so I received a warmer love from my mother. 
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Being tender - hearted, she had bitterly regretted our parting when I left 
for Korea to study two years before. 


Although she had done nothing to stop me leaving her, being in the presence of 
such a strong husband who, as my grandmother in Mangyongdae had said, was 
harder - hearted than a tiger, I saw tears gathering in her eyes. 


She was a woman with such a kind heart as to accord a warm welcome to a 
stranger of my age of thirteen if she knew that he needed shelter after a journey. 


One spring day a boy with serious boils on his left leg and neck had come on his 
uncle’s back to my house from Huchang, Korea. He was living with his uncle 
because his parents had divorced. 


After examining the patient my father told my mother that if the boy underwent an 
operation on his leg he would be unable to walk for some time, so he should stay at 
our house during his treatment. She gladly agreed. Once every day after the 
operation my mother helped my father to mix honey, wheat flour and soda and 
apply it to the boils. As she dressed (he dirty wounds, she never frowned. 

Thanks to her kind care, the boy recovered. 


His uncle, when he came to fetch him, offered a one - yuan note to my father, 
saying, “The medical fee would normally amount to hundreds of yuan, but please 
accept this as a token of the thanks of a poor family. Ihope you will buy some 
wine with it....” Hearing this, my mother said, “Please don’t bother about the 
medical fee. It is unreasonable to take it from a poor man. Iam sorry I haven’t fed 
the boy as I should.” But the man insisted on paying. If he had been rich it would 
have been a different matter. But he was a poor man who had earned the money by 
gathering fallen pine-needles from the mountain and selling them. So my parents 
were embarrassed. 


My father said to my mother that if he refused to take the money it would be a 
rejection of the man’s gratitude, so she said that they should accept his thanks. So 
she went to the market with the money and bought five yards of cotton cloth and 
gave it to the boy saying that he should have some new clothes made with it for the 
forthcoming Tano festival. At that time one yard of cotton cloth cost 35 fen. So, 
she added 75 fen of her own to the one yuan to buy cloth for the boy. 

Poor as she was, she was not mean. 


She used to say, “A man dies not because he hasn’t money but because he is 
mortal. Money changes hands.” That was her philosophy. 


She was a truly good-natured and sympathetic woman. 


When father criticized her once in a while, she never answered back. She would 
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apologize for having done wrong and promise not to do it again. When through 
mischief we got our clothes dirty, damaged the household utensils or played noisily 
in the house, grandmother would ask her why she left her children alone without so 
much as scolding them once. 


“I don’t think it necessary to scold them for such a mistake,” she would say simply 
in reply. 


She herself was proud of helping her husband in his revolutionary work, but as a 
woman she lived through endless hardship that she could hardly endure. She 
seldom lived in comfort with her husband, because he was always away from home 
working for the independence of the country. Ican say she was happy for about a 
year, when her husband was teaching at the school in Kangdong, and then at 
Badaogou for a year or two while they lived a home life together. 


With her husband in prison, ailing after his release and moving from place to place 
under police surveillance, and after his death, with me, her son, fighting away from 
home for the revolution, she spent her whole life in misery and under constant 
strain. 


When she was living in Mangyongdae, too, she was always on her feet as the 
eldest daughter - in - law of a family of twelve. What with caring for her husband 
and her parents - in - law, and what with the household chores of washing the 
dishes, laundering and weaving, she had not a moment of leisure. During daylight 
she had to work in the fields without a moment to relax, gazing up at the sun. Ata 
time when feudalism prevailed and etiquette was extremely complicated, the duties 
of the eldest daughter - in - law of a large family were not simple. When boiled rice 
was prepared for a meal at times her share was the scorched portion at the bottom 
of the pot, and when gruel was made she drank the thinnest part of the liquid. 


When she was exhausted she would go to church with my aunt. In Songsan where 
the Military University is now situated there was a Presbyterian church. Many 
Christians lived in Nam-ri and its vicinity. Some miserable people thought they 
would go to “Heaven” after death if they believed in Jesus Christ. 


When parents went to church their children followed them. In order to increase its 
congregation the church frequently distributed sweets and notebooks to the children. 
The children liked such gifts, so they went to Songsan in groups every Sunday. 

At first I, too, was interested in the church and sometimes went to Songsan with my 
friends. But I became tired of the tedious religious ceremony and the monotonous 
preaching of the minister, so I seldom went to church. 


One Sunday, as I ate some bean toffee made by my grandmother, I said to my 
father, “Father, I won’t go to church today. Attending worship ts not interesting.” “Do 
as you please,” he said to me who was still too young to know the world. “In fact, 
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there is nothing in the church. You may not go. You must believe in your own 
country and in your own people, rather than in Jesus Christ. And you must make up 
your mind to do great things for your country.” After that I stopped going to church. 


When I was a schoolboy in Chilgol, too, I did not go to church although the pupils 
who did not were under suspicion. I believed that the Christian Gospel had nothing 
in common with the tragedy which our people were suffering. The Christian doctrine 
preached humanism, but the call of history for national salvation was more pressing 
to me who had been angutshing over the destiny of the nation. 


My father was an atheist. But, because he had once attended Sungsil Middle 
School where theology was taught, he had many friends who were Christians, and 
I had many opportunities to meet them. Some people ask me if Iwas much 
influenced by Christianity while I grew up. I was not affected by religion, but I 
received a great deal of humanitarian assistance from Christians, and in return I 
had an ideological influence on them. 


I do not think the spirit of Christianity that preaches universal peace and harmony 
contradicts my idea advocating an independent life for man. 
Only when my mother went to church in Songsan did Igo. She went to church, but 
she did not believe in Jesus Christ. 


One day I asked her quietly, “Mother, do you go to church because you believe in 
God?” She smiled, shaking her head. 


“I do not go to church out of some belief. What is the use of going to ‘Heaven’ after 
death? Frankly, I go to church to relax.” I felt pity for her and loved her all the more. 
She often dozed off during prayers. When everyone else stood up to say amen at the 
end of the minister’s prayer, she would wake up with a start. When she did not 
wake even after the amen I would shake her to tell her that the prayer was over. 
One evening, together with my friends I passed the funeral director’s located by the 
pass at the back of the village. We children were in dread of it. 


As we were passing it a boy shouted, “A ghost is coming.” Surprised by his shout 
we ran for our lives, without stopping to pick up our shoes when they slipped off. 
That evening we could not return home, so we slept at a friend’s house. Early the 
next morning we returned home, collecting our lost shoes on the way. 

Back at home I told mother about tt. 


“Sing a song when you pass such a place,” she said, “If you sing, nothing will 
come out for fear of you.” She said this probably because she considered that 
singing would dispel my fear. After that I used to sing a song as I passed the 
shed, She was gentle and generous at ordinary times, but before die enemy she 
was bold and stout - hearted. 
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In Ponghwa - ri, a few hours after my father’s arrest, some Japanese policemen 
stormed into my house to search it. They began to search for secret 
documents. Filled with anger she shouted, “Search all over the house if you 
want.” She faced the enemy with an indomitable spirit, even throwing around and 
tearing clothes. The policemen lost heart and left, quite at a loss. 


My mother was such a woman. 
That evening a snowstorm raged over the River Amnok. 


The sound of the howling wind that seemed to sweep away the forest and the roar 
of beasts in the dark night stung my heart, aching as it was with the sorrow of 
national misfortune. 


Sitting on the sleigh that glided along the boundary between the two countries, 
holding tightly in my arms my two younger brothers who were trembling with fear, I 
realized that the road of revolution was not smooth and that it could not be easy for 
a mother to love her children. 


We three, wrapped in a quilt, trembled with cold. The night was pitch-dark and my 
brothers huddled up against me, murmuring that they were afraid. 
We stayed overnight at Ogubi on the Korean side of the river and arrived in Linjiang 
the next day. 


We met Ro Kyong Du and discovered that he was none other than the inn-keeper 
who had helped us to get a house in Linjiang and called frequently on my father to 
discuss the destiny of the nation. He warmly welcomed us as important guests and 
treated us hospitably. 


His house had seven rooms arranged on two sides and we stayed in the quietest, 
second room on the quieter side. There were three guest rooms opposite our room 
with a kitchen between them. These rooms were always full of guests, most 
of whom were going to Korea from Manchuria via Linjiang or were coming to 
Manchuria from Korea. Ro Kyong Du’s was virtually an embarkation house for 
fighters for Korea’s independence. 


A nationalist who was thoroughly anti-Japanese, Ro Kyong Du was a man of mild 
yet obstinate and stubborn character. He used some of the income from his inn to 
support independence fighters. Because he made a scant living by selling food I 
considered him as a labourer, so to speak. I was not sure why he had settled in 
Linjiang, but rumour had it that he had been in hiding in the Dandong area fora 
while because of his involvement in the diversion of tungsten ore into illegal 
channels to gain funds for the independence movement, and that after things had 
quieted down he had moved to Linjiang for safety. 
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His home town was Ha - ri, Kophyong Sub - 
county, Taedong County, South Phyongan Province. Ha-ri was next to Nam-ri, my 
home town, with the River Sunhwa between them. He was said to have been a hard 
- working farmer, but after he met my father, he had got into the habit of living away 
from home because of his involvement in the independence movement. In the course 
of this he had fallen into disrepute in the eyes of his whole family who blamed him 
for peddling goods instead of caring about his farm work. At ebb tide he would cross 
the River Sunhwa to meet my father. For this reason he fed us well and took good 
care of us. 


My family and I owed him a great deal. During our month - long stay in his house 
he did everything to make us comfortable and always treated us with a kind smile. 


Once he arranged on our behalf and at his own expense a long - distance call to 
my father in Fusong. Thus I spoke on the phone for the first time in my life. My 
father wanted to hear the voices of all his children, so each of us, as well as my 
mother, spoke on the phone in turn. 


Mother had come to Linjiang with my uncle Hyong Gwon on the appointed day. On 
her arrival, she took us to a Chinese restaurant, telling us we were going 
sightseeing through the city. She bought a bowl of meat dumplings for each of us 
and asked us about various things. 


At first I thought that she had taken us to the restaurant because she wanted to 
buy a good meal for her children who had been under the care of other people for a 
month, but I discovered that she had done so because she wanted to hear how we 
had been faring. 


“Has any suspicious character appeared at the inn looking for you during your 
stay?” she asked. “Have you ever visited another house to play? How many people 
know you are staying at Ro’s house?” And then she exhorted us not to reveal our 
identity anywhere on any account and to be cautious in everything we did until we 
moved to a new place. 


In Linjiang, too, she could not sleep at ease because of her worries about us. A 
rustle in the night made her wake up and listen with her full attention. 
How could a mother who was so anxious about her children’s safety be so firm in 
sending us to Linjiang?! I think that it was the real love of a mother, a revolutionary 
love. 


No love in the world can be so warm, so true and so eternal as maternal love. 
Even if a mother scolds or beats her children, she does not hurt them; she loves 
them. Her love can bring down a star from the sky if it ts for her children. A mother’s 
love knows no reward. 
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Still now in my dreams I see the image of my mother. 
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Next year we will be marking the 55" anniversary of the 
founding of the Workers’ Party of Korea. The history of our Party 
is the history of the Juche revolution pioneered and led by the 
great Comrade Kim Il Sung, and a glorious history of carrying 
forward and accomplishing his revolutionary cause from 
generation to generation. 

Since his demise, our people have steadfastly followed the 
road of the revolution amid the most severe situations and 
unprecedented trials, true to the Party’s leadership and his 
instructions. By frustrating every manner of historical challenge, 
we have defended our socialism and demonstrated to the whole 
world the strength of our socialist country and its invincibility. 
The political and ideological position of our revolution has been 
made solid, the military capability of the country has been 
consolidated at a level never before seen, and a springboard for a 
fresh upswing in economic construction has been established. To 
mark the 55" anniversary of the Party, all our people have turned 
out as one to build a great, prosperous and powerful socialist 
country and, with their feats and innovations, are adding lustre to 
the new era of the Juche revolution that has been ushered in by 
the Party.

Some time ago the Party History Institute submitted to me a 
suggestion that a statue of me be built to mark my 60™ birthday. 
After going over the document, I wrote on it “Permission Not 
Granted,” and sent it down. Judging by the fact that they are 
making such a suggestion now, I can see that officials are still 
working without any knowledge of my intentions. 

The Party History Institute wrote to support their argument for 
erecting a statue of me, that a statue of the President was set up 
on Mansu Hill on the occasion of his 60" birthday. The days 
when he greeted his 60" birthday and the days when I am 
greeting my 60" birthday are hardly the same in terms of the 
historical conditions and the social environment. 

President Kim Il Sung was the great leader of our state and 

our people, acclaimed by our nation for the first time in its history 
of thousands of years. Having embarked on the road of armed 
revolution in his early years, he led the anti-Japanese war to 
victory, winning back the lost country, and built on this land a 
socialist country that is independent, self-supporting and 
self-reliant in defence—a prospering country for the people. He 
was a peerless patriot and the founding father of socialist Korea 
who ushered in a new era of prosperity for our country and 
people. Thanks to him, our people could free themselves from 
their fate as colonial slaves, regain their self-respect and rights as 
an independent people, and enjoy genuine freedom and 
happiness. And thanks to his great ideas and leadership and his 
high reputation, our country could raise its profile in the world. 
To hold him in high esteem and add glory to his exploits is the 
supreme moral obligation of our Party and people. However, 
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prior to his 60" birthday, only the Liberation Tower in central 
Pyongyang had been built, and it celebrated the country’s 
liberation, not his exploits. So, to mark his 60" birthday, I had a 
statue of him set up on Mansu Hill, reflecting the unanimous 
opinion and desire of the people. At the time, he knew nothing of 
the project; I took charge of it and pushed it forward in person. 
As he was a great leader whose exploits will live forever in the 
history of our country and revolution, it was only natural that a 
statue of him should be erected in the central part of Pyongyang, 
the capital of the revolution. The statue of him on Mansu Hill 
represents the peerless patriot, the father of the nation and the 
founder of socialist Korea. Still today, our people visit the statue, 
_ lay bouquets in front of it and pay tribute to him on holidays, on 
the days when they are happy and on significant days in their 
lives. In doing so, our people are expressing their noblest moral 
obligation to him. 

However, my 60" birthday is different. I am a revolutionary 
who has inherited the President’s cause, defends his exploits and 
exalts their brilliance. As one of his men, I have assumed the 
historic mission of making our people well off, reunifying the 
country and accomplishing the revolutionary cause of Juche, true 
to his intentions. I cannot have a statue of me erected on the 
excuse of my 60" birthday when I still have many important tasks 
to do in honouring the pledge I made before his bier, like those of 
economic construction, improving the people’s standard of living 
and reunifying the country. I cannot permit a statue of me to be 
erected when national reunification, which he so earnestly wanted 
to see and for which he made so much effort, has not yet been 
achieved. 

I have not the slightest intention of seeking power or official 
position; my one and only desire is to hold the President in high 
esteem and faithfully carry forward and accomplish his cause. 
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After he passed away, our officials and people presented the 
suggestion and expressed the wish that I be elected President of 
the Republic; as this did not conform to my faith and will, I could 
not accept it. In order to put to rights communist morality, which 
had been marred by the renegade revolutionaries, careerists and 
schemers in the international communist movement, and to instil 
in our people the unshakable faith that the President will always 
be with them, I had the state structure reformed and had it 
stipulated by law that he is the only and eternal President of our 
Republic. In this new state structure I have assumed only the 
chairmanship of the National Defence Commission; another 
official is charged with administrative power. It seems that our 
officials do not fully understand what the Party intended when it 
had the Constitution altered and the state structure reformed. 

The world admires our Party’s noble sense of communist 
moral obligation in holding the President in high esteem, revering 
him and being loyal to his cause, and even the hostile forces do 
not dare slander us with regard to it. However, our officials fail to 
view the matter of setting up a statue of me in relation with the 
President’s authority, which suggests that their level of 
understanding of the sense of communist moral obligation is low. 
Before suggesting it, the officials should have considered 
carefully whether erecting a state of me only a few years after the 
demise of the President would express their sincere support for 
their leader and whether it might not damage communist moral 
obligations. At present | am thinking of nothing else but how to 
achieve national reunification and build a great, prosperous and 
powerful country on this land by carrying forward the President’s 
revolutionary cause; so, I wonder why they suggest erecting a 
statue of me, which I do not wish. It is not consistent with my 
intention to inherit and accomplish his revolutionary cause with a 
sense of communist moral obligation. 
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The suggestion to erect a statue of me to mark my 60" 
birthday is far from a communist point of view, but an expression 
of the outdated way of thinking that a dinner should naturally be 
arranged when one reaches the age of 60. Moreover, I recently 
reminded our officials that the President had said that 60 is the 
prime of life and 90 the first step to old age, and that it would be 
improper to celebrate one’s 60" birthday in the prime of life; 
therefore, it would be unacceptable to erect a statue of me to mark 
my 60" birthday, I am also strictly prohibiting the making of 
feature films about me. Since | am still working full of vigour, 
there is no need for such films. 

Erecting a statue of me is also contrary to a conviction that is 
deeply rooted in the minds of our people. Our people call me the 
General who is one and the same as the President, and poets sing 
that the President is the General and the General is the President. 
Under such circumstances it would be proper to make people 
think that they see me and offer their best wishes to me when they 
lay bouquets in front of the statue of the President and pay tribute 
to him; it would be wrong to separate the President and me in the 
minds of the people by setting up a separate statue of me. 

The people’s convenience should also be taken into account. 
We have built the Kumsusan Memorial Palace, where the 
President lies in state, as the supreme sanctuary of Juche, and 
erected statues of the President and of my mother Kim Jong Suk 
at historic places, On holidays and significant anniversaries our 
people visit the statues, pay homage to them and take pledges of 
loyalty. If a statue of me was erected people, after visiting the 
Kumsusan Memorial Palace or the statues of the President to pay 
homage and then statues of my mother, would find it 
inconvenient to visit a statue of me as well. 

With the approach of my 60" birthday, some officials 
apparently think that a statue of me should be set up as a 
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memento of the occasion; but what is important to me is leaving 
behind achievements, not a statue. The history of a great man is 
not adorned with a statue or a monument in his memory but with 
his ideology and achievements. Officials, if they are truly loyal to 
the Party and the leader, should make every effort to support the 
ideology and leadership of the Party more faithfully and defend 
and glorify its achievements, before broaching the matter of 
setting up a statue of me. It is wrong to think of setting up a statue 
of me without trying to add anything to the Party’s achievements. 
Back in the 1970s, statues of President Kim Il Sung were 
erected, so there is no need to build one of me now. 

If you are revolutionaries who are true to your communist 
moral obligations, you should propose erecting a statue of me 
after reunifying the country at the earliest possible date, not right 
now. It would be a different matter if you were to request my 
approval for setting up a statue of me in the reunified country. If 
we achieve the reunification of the country by carrying forward 
the revolutionary cause of the President, people will set up a 
statue of me of their own accord. This would be in line with 
communist moral obligations, and I would feel worthy of such an 
honour given by the people and proud of having waged the 
revolution. 

A suggestion was once put forward by our officials that a statue of 
me be built on Mt. Jangja. There is something irrational in such a way 
of thinking. Mt. Jangja is by nature different from Kosanjin. Kosanjin 
is a place of historic significance, where President Kim I] Sung 
mapped out a plan for a counteroffensive and made preparations 
for it during the grim period of the Fatherland Liberation War. 
Mt. Jangja, however, is not associated with my revolutionary 
activities or achievements; | only stayed there for a few days 
during the war when I was young. The proposal to build a statue 
of me on Mt. Jangja was not made out of any political 
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consideration. | made this point clear to the officials on receiving 
the proposal. 

Some officials apparently think that | have turned down their 
proposal because it is a personal matter, but they are misguided. 
To refuse a favour out of nothing but modesty defies reason. To 
give prominence to and support the leader of the revolution is a 
fundamental issue related to the destiny of the revolution, and it 
should be resolved, to all intents and purposes, in conformity with 
the requirements and principles of the revolution. The revolution 
requires its centre of unity and emerges victorious only under the 
guidance of its leader. Victory can be achieved in the revolution 
only when the people acclaim and are solidly rallied behind an 
outstanding leader. I do not refuse favours in an unprincipled 
manner or approach them in an unscrupulous way simply because 
they concern me. | approve them if they conform to the demands 
of the revolution. I have not agreed to the proposal to erect a 
statue of me because it runs counter to the demands of the 
revolution. Some officials say that I initiated the setting up of a 
statue of the President to mark his 60" birthday, that there is 
nobody who can do the same for my 60" birthday, and that they 
should do it. They claim that a statue of me will be set up on their 
initiative. I have heard that some officers of the People’s Army 
support this argument. 

I am leading the revolution and construction by dint of my 
strength, my ability. The President taught me that I should not 
hope for others to promote me but lead the Party and the 
revolution by my practical ability. True to his instructions, I have 
led our Party over the last three decades since I started working at 
the Central Committee of the Party and, when our revolution was 
undergoing severe trials after his death, | defended the country, 
the revolution and socialism through Songun-based revolutionary 
leadership by relying on the army. Our revolution is still 
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experiencing great ordeals at present, but we are waging a 
dynamic struggle to build a great, prosperous and powerful 
socialist country, filled with confidence and optimism. Even the 
US imperialists do not dare provoke us, since we are standing up 
to them without any vacillation. It is recognized worldwide that I 
am possessed of unique political method and leadership ability, 
expressed in achieving the  single-hearted unity of the 
revolutionary ranks by rallying the service personnel and people 
and in leading the revolution and construction to a fresh upswing 
in the face of the complex situation, 1 prefer winning such 
recognition to having a statue of me erected. 

Some officials wanted to have a statue of me set up without 
me being aware of it, since the project concerned me; they could 
not and should not do so. Drawing on the historical lessons of the 
revolution, I have always shown an interest in anything related to 
myself and demanded that everything, whether big or small, be 
carried out after obtaining my approval. As I thought that such a 
problem as erecting a statue of me might arise, I have paid special 
attention to the Mansudae Art Studio and other units that might 
be involved in the project. I already knew that some officials 
went to the art studio and gave it the task of creating a statue of 
me; I intended to offer my comments on this matter. It was quite 
wrong for them to have tried to have a statue of me built behind 
my back. I would never overlook or approve such an attempt. 

Anyone who proposes something that is contrary to my 
intentions can only be recognized as someone who is not faithful to 
my intentions. Such a person is not a comrade who has bonded with 
me in the course of the arduous struggle, but a workmanlike official 
who has not undergone proper revolutionary training. Now, when 
our people are striving to implement President Kim Il Sung’s 
instructions after his demise while on the “Arduous March” and 
forced march, you should not propose anything that is contrary to 
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my intentions, rather than trying to give me encouragement and 
assistance. 

The relations between the leader and officials should be truly 
comradely relations based on revolutionary faith and the sense of 
communist moral obligation, not merely those of issuing 
instructions and obeying them. The word comrades denotes 
people who share the same feelings and even life and death on the 
road of the revolution. That the relations between the leader and 
officials should be comradely ones means that they should be 
those in which the latter support the former whole-heartedly and 
think and act true to the former’s ideas. If they are to carry out 
President Kim Il Sung’s revolutionary cause, officials should be 
faithful to the intentions of the leader who has inherited his cause. 
They should follow him as their political leader and support his 
ideas and intentions; they should not follow him merely as the 
hierarchical leader to whose official position they are 
subordinated. Following the leader in this way is insincere and 
nothing but a display of form. I do not like form for its own sake. 
Our officials should not stick to a formalistic or ceremonious 
approach, but follow and support their leader without the slightest 
self-interest and pretence. Claiming that they are supporting his 
leadership and instead acting contrary to his intentions, or 
claiming that they are carrying out Party policy and instead 
hindering its implementation and impairing the Party’s authority 
is related to an insincere and impure stand and attitude on the part 
of officials in supporting their leader. 

All our officials should fully honour, sincerely support and 
steadfastly defend their leader with unshakable revolutionary 
faith and a clear conscience. They should think and speak in line 
with his ideas and intentions and always be in step with him. 
Officials who do as their leader says and orders them are 
genuinely loyal officials. I regard as my revolutionary comrades 
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sharing my feelings and even life and death with me, those 
officials who achieve substantial results by conducting their work 
in a responsible and effective manner true to my ideas and 
leadership and just send a congratulatory letter to me on the 
occasion of my 60" birthday. 

Some officials have broached the issue of erecting a statue of 
me, but I am planning to have a monument built in honour of our 
young people. Our revolution was pioneered by young 
communists under the leadership of Comrade Kim Il Sung, and 
our youth have played a major role in each period and at every 
stage of the revolution. Young communists upheld the great 
leader as the Hanbyol (Lodestar) in the early days of the 
anti-Japanese revolutionary struggle, and young people took the 
lead in building a new country. Heroes, including Ri Su Bok, 
were produced from among the young people during the 
Fatherland Liberation War. After the war young builders 
completed the Haeju-Hasong railway project in a short span of 
time, and young people like Kil Hwak Sil and Ri Sin Ja stood in 
the vanguard of the campaign to remould people through the 
Chollima Workteam Movement. These days, too, young people 
are taking charge of difficult, heavy tasks in national defence and 
major construction projects. Under the unfavourable conditions 
when everything is in short supply, they are carrying earth and 
stones on their backs to build such a monumental structure as the 
Pyongyang-Nampho Motorway. They are truly excellent, and 
there is nothing we should spare for them. Our Party always trusts 
in them and directs great efforts to the development of the youth 
movement. | am making the revolution together with them, and I 
intend to do everything I can for them. That is why I have given 
much thought recently to where the monument in honour of the 
young people should be built. Our people, too, will support my 
intention. 
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Senior officials of the Party Central Committee must be the 
first to understand the issue of erecting a statue of me and educate 
their subordinates properly. They should deal with not only this 
issue but all other work in line with their leader’s ideas and 
intentions, out of a true sense of loyalty to him.
